^ agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed that "regularly distributed" language was defining 
something about the location that was not originally disclosed. "Regularly formed" is broad enough language and is 
used in the specification and is not considered new matter. However, "regularly formed" would not distinguish the 
claims from the prior art (Gentry) which discloses regularly formed. The projections and recesses formed on the flange 
are arranged in columns and rows with the rows parallel with the flange perimeter. There are more than two rows and 
columns.
